HELD TO BE BEHIND 
$1,000,000 FRAUDS|k? 


Seven Agents Got Terms of 
Nine Months to Four Years 
and Five Are Fined—Min- 
imum for J. H. Worman, 
St. Louis. 


CHICAGO, July 17.—Abram H. Pree- 
man of Chicago and Frederick L. Wend- 
ler of St. Louis, convicted with seven 
others of using the mails to defraud in 
the operation of the Barr & Widen 
Mercantile Agency, were sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment and fined 
$4000 each by Judge Landis in the United 
States District Court. 

Wendler was manager of the St. Louis 
office and Preeman of the Chicago office 


of the mercantile concern. 
Other Penalties Imposed, 

The other defendants and the penal- 
ties imposed were: 

Charles F. Day of Chicago, a contract 
man, four years’ imprisonment and a 
fine of $5000. 

James T. Minehart of Chicago, a for- 
mer minister, employed as contract man, 
four years’ imprisonment and fine of 
$5000. 

Joseph T. Stevens of Kansas City, 2 
son of Barney Stevens, a retired real 
estate capitalist; Joseph B. Finkelman 
of Kansas City and Robert B. Pender, 
all contract men, were fined each $2500 
and sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment. 

William W. Fellers of Kansas City and 
J. H. Worman of St. Louis were sen- 
tenced to nine months each in the House 
of Correction. 

Minehart was the onde defendant who 
desired to make a statement before sen- 
tence was pronounced. “If it is a crime 
in this country to tell a lie to get busi- 
ness, then I am guilty,”’ he said, “‘but if 
it is not, I am inmocent. I am happy in 
the fact that I have no guilt on my 
conscience.” 

$1,000,000 Frauds Charged. 

The Government charged that more 
than $1,000,000 was obtained by fraud 
through the operation of the Barr & 
Widen agency. The alleged scheme was 
te convince creditors of bankrupts that 
their accounts would be collected bv 
the agency from “concealed assets’”’ of 
the bankrupts. The Government con- 
tended that after receiving fees for col- 
lecting such accounts the agency made 
nc effort to serve its clients. The 
operations of the agency extended over 
many states. 

Freeman and Wendler were held to be 
the originators of the system by which 
ii Was charged customers were de- 
frauded. 

Barney Stevens of Kansas City yes- 
terday pleaded that his son had been 
promised immunity. Judge Landis said 
today that he did not believe Stevens’ 
story. 

“But I don’t hold anything against 
you for it, Mr. Stevens,’’ said the Court. 
“I would do this for my son in the same 
fase and I know how gou feel.”

MAN FALLS 10 STORIES, 
SMILES, GOES TO WORK 


Steel Workman’s Drop of 100 
Feet Partially Broken by Strik- 


ing Live Electric Wire. 

OMAHA, Neb., July 17.—J. W. Snyder, 
a steel workman, fell from the tenth 
floor of the new Pontelle Hotel in this 
city, hit the ground squarely, got up, 
looked around and then started back 
to work. Snyder's fall was broken by a 
live electric wire carrying 500 volts. 

Just where he struck the ground there 
was a great pile of loose earth. He 
landed with the full length of his body 
on this dirt. Physicians who examined 
him after the fall say there is absolute- 
ly no damage except that he had a 
slight scalp wound. Steel workers say 
it is the most remarkable escape they 
have ever known. 

Snyder was working on the tenth 
floor, when he slipped and went over 
the side for a sheer fall of more than 
a hundred feet. The live wire was 20 
feet from the ground and Snyder struck 
it squarely on his back. One of the 
poles broke and Snyder hit the dirt 
pile comparatively easy.

pany’s Valuation of Plant.

$900,000 LOPPED 


Board Refuses to Allow Strike 
Expense and Other Items 
as Capital. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 17.—Ex- 
pert accountants of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission today filed with the 
commission thein report on an ex- 
amination of the books of the South- 
western Telegraph & Telephone Co., 
(Bell) refusing to allow the company 
approximately $900,000 valuation of 


property which the company claimed. 

The accountants place the value of 
all the Bell telephone plant in use in 
St. Louls at slightly in excess of 
$7,000,000. The company claimed a 
valuation in excess of $8,000,000. 

Strike Expense Eliminated. 

The accountants refused to allow the 
company to include in capital $26,255 ex- 
pense of the operators’ strike a year 
ago, and reduced the amount charged 
off for depreciation $502,000. 

The company contended it had a right 
to include in its plant value property 
owned by it, but which it was not using 
for telephone purposes. This was re- 
fused by the accountants. It amounted 
to $400,000. 

The accountants also refused to allow 
$8,000 for construction work now in 
progress, and 9$60,00 interest on capital 
stock. This item is interest paid on 
capital stock sold but not fully paid for. 

The accountants allowed $130,000 valua- 
tion to the company which it had not 
set up in its statement to the commis- 
sion. This is for property owned by 
the company, and found by the account- 
ants. 

The net difference between the Pub- 
lic Service Commission accountans’ fig- 
ures and those of the company is $900,000. 

It is inferred that the commission will 
follow the figures compiled by its own 
accountants, and will not permit the 
company an earning on the investment 
claimed. 

If this inference is correct, it is con- 
sidered probable that the commission 
will refuse the increase in rates asked 
by the company. 

50 Per Cent Increase Sought. 

The study of the company’s books 
was undertaken by the actountants anid 
by engineers ¢f the commission as a 
part of the investigation: of the appli- 
cation of the cornpany for permissicn to 
increase its business “ates in Sr. I-vtis 
nearly 50 per can. 

The commission will consider the 
claims of the company and its own 
accountants’ reports, as well as a mass 
of evidence, showing how the com- 
pany has handled its finances. 

It is expected that there will be a 
hearing on the telephone matter held 
by the commission in 8t. Louis within 
a few days. 


NEGRO FOUND GUILTY OF 
SCULPTRESS’ MURDER 


Jury Fixes Penalty for Slayer of 
Miss Ida Leegson at Impris- 
onment for Life. 


CHICAGO, July 17.—Isaac Bond, a ne- 
gro, was found guilty today of the mur- 
der of Miss Ida G. Leegson, art student 
and sculptress, who was found slain 
and robbed last October on a lonely 
field near Argo, Ill., where she had been 
[lured through an advertisement for a 
nurse. 

The jury which returned the verdict of 
guilty fixed Bond’s punishment at im- 
prisonment for life. 

Bond was identified by several per- 
sons as the man who was seen carrying 
Miss Leegson’s suitcase near Argo, and 
witnesses also testified that he pawned 
Miss Leegson’s watch after the murder 
had been committed.

70,000 More Erter in Year Than 
Ever Before. 
WASHINGTON, July’ 17.—Approxi- 
mately 70,000 more emigrants entered the 
United States in the fiscal year ended 
July 30, 1914, than any other in the 
history of the country, according to 
figures from Commissioner Caminetti. 
Without including June, the totals for 
which have not been received, the total 
number of immigrants was 1,254,548, as 
against 1,385,349 for the entire 12 months 
ended June 30, 1907, which held the rec- 
ord. Italy was first in the number of 
emigrants, in the eleventh month pe- 
riod, the total from that country being 
312,818. Poland came next, with 126,086.

Coroner’s Jury Finds Frederick 
Schorer Struck Ben Burgess 
in Self-Defense. 


A Coroner's jury F y decided that 
Frederick Schorer of 481) Easton av- 
enue, acted in self-defense when he 
killed Benjamin B. Burgess vf 1029 
North Eighteenth street with his fist 
at the headquarters of the Missouri 


House and Wirdow Clean!ng Co., 715 
North Sixth street, Tiiursday after- 
noon. 

An autopsy showed Burgess’ death 
was due to a dislocation of the neck. 
He weighed 200 and Schorer weighs 155 
pounds. 

Though Schorer was not ordered held 
by the Coroner’s jury, the police are de- 
taining him pending an investigation by 
the Circuit Attorney's office. 

William Gray, secretary and man- 
ager of the house cleaning company, 
testified that Burgess was drunk 
when he started the quarrel with 
Schorer. He said he heard the noise 
of a blow and saw Burgess reel back- 
ward and fall against a stove. 

Thomas Pace of 1120 North Eigh- 
teenth street, testified that Burgess 
attempted to pick a quarrel with 
Schorer and insisted on talking to 
him. After calling Schorer names, 
he said, Burgess picked up a section 
of a stepladder and advanced on 
Schorer saying: “I don’t need this 
ladder. I can lick you with my fists.” 
Schorer then struck him. ; 

Schorer testified that he was sitting 
on a table when Burgess advanced on 
him with the section of a ladder. Be- 
fcre reaching him, he said, Burgess 
dropped the ladder and then approached 
him with both fists clenched. He said 
he struck in self-defense. 

The men were paperhangers employed 
by the house-cleaning company.

First Question Is About Dictozgraph. 
. Dr. William H,. Runcie; neighbor and 
old friend of Dr. Carman, the first to 
be summoned by him te the scene of 
the tragedy, said in an interview today 
that almost the first words spoken to 
him by Mrs. Carman the night of the 
murder were concerning the dictograph 
which she admitted was in her husband’s 
office, placed*there at her orders. Dr. 
Runcie believes in Mrs. Carman’s inno- 
cence and that the shot which killed 
Mrs, Bailey was fired by someone seek- 
ing the life of the doctor. 

“T had éxpected to go to Rockville 
Center the night of the murder,’!: said 
Dr. Runcie, but was detained by a pa- 
tient. I was at the supper table when 
my phone rang. I should judge it was 
about 8:80.

POLICE 
DETECTIVE 3 
FOR MOB, SHOOT 4 


Chicago Plain Clothes Men in 
Pistol Fight With Regu- 
lars and One Is Killed. 


CHICAGO, July 17.—A gun fight be- 
tween two parties of plain clothes police, 
said to be due to a misunderstanding, 
resulted in the death last night of Stan- 
ley Birns, a detective Sergeant; the se- 
rious wounding of Detective Sergeant 
John Shoop, Joseph Morrel and Fred 
Mart, detectives, and James Carroll. The 
latter is not a policeman. 

A squad of detectives under Maj. A. 
S. Funkhouser, known as the vice squad, 
had raided several resorts in the old 
levee district and were followed by a2 
jeering mob who resented their intru- 
sion in the district. Detective Sergeants 
from Police Headquarters were walking 
west on Twenty-second' street, when 
they encountered the mob. They did 
not recognize the Funkhouser detec- 
tives. 

“Halt!” cried one of the Central men. 
The Funkhouser men continued to ad- 
vance, and as the Central detectives 
drew their weapons, believing they were 
hemmed in by two mobs, the morals 
squad also drew their revolvers and be- 
gan shooting. 

More than % shots were fired. Four 
detectives from the Central office were 
lying on the sidewalk when the firing 
ceased. and Carroll was in the street 
shot through the body. 

Ever since the enforcement of the law 
against immorality was taken from the 
regular police there has been ill feeling 
between them and the vice squad. 

In the investigation today by Police 
Chief Gleason two facts appeared to 
stand out. That the killing and wound- 
ing of policemen were precipitated by 
gang of levee characters, and that many 
a volley of shots fired came from wea- 
pons in the hands of the gangsters. It 
was thought that several of the crowd 
ef gangsters were wounded and had been 
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hidden by their friends.

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POLAR WAVE CO. 
ADMITS IT SEEKS 
PREATER PROFITS 


Manager Tells Rutherford That 
It Has ‘Substantial Deficit”’ 
to Make Up. 


KEEPS FIGURES SECRET 


Asserted at First That Price 
Raise Was Only to Cover 
Increased Wages to Men. 


The Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co.'s 
recent increase in the retail price of ice 
was made to offset an estimated in- 
crease of $35,000 annually in wages to 
union drivers and helpers, in addition 
to making up a “‘substantiai deficit”’ 


which the company contends it has suf- 
fered from its retail business for ‘‘sev- 
eral years." 

This statement was made Friday by I. 
C. Muckermann, general manager an 
treasurer of the Polar Wave company, 
in the presence of a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, to Assistant Attorney-General 
W. T. Rutherford, who is in St. Louis 
investigating the ice price raise to see 
if the State’s anti-trust laws are being 
violated. 

Tells Rutherford of Deficit, 

Muckermann in confidence then told 
Rutherford what the ‘substantial defi- 
cit’ was. He declined to disclose the 
figures to the Post-Dispatch reporter, 
stating that to do so would be ‘‘expos- 
ing’’ the company’s weakness to its com- 
petitors. 

Muckermann's admission was con- 
firmation of the analysis made by 
the Post-Dispatch that the ‘ice price 
raise would enable the Polar Wave to 
make a bigger profit after paying the 
raised wages. 

When the price increase was an- 
nounced, the Polar Wave officials said 
it merely was intended to meet the in- 
creased pay roll brought about by the 
company recognizing union drivers and 
helpers and agreeing to higher wages. 
General Manager Muckermann lias? 
Tuesday told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
a close tab would be kept on this month: 
to see if the revenue from the increase 
in ice prices exceeded the increased pay. 
roll requirement. If there was an in- 
crease, Muckermann declared, h> 
thought the company would have to de- 
vise a way to readjust the rate so the 
increased ice prices would simply pay 
the iucreased pay roll. 

“Lose on Retail Eusiness.” 

When Assistant Attorney-General 
Rutherford visited the Polar Wave 
new general offices cn Olive street near 
Grand avenue in the morning he was 
confronted with the company’s plea of 
“we not only don’t make a profit on 
retail ice business in St. Louis, but we 
have been selling ice to retail custom- 
ers at a substantia! loss for several 
years.”’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called atten- 
tion to the fact that the company, be- 
sides paying an annual dividend of 6 
per cent, or $108,000, had a $1,000,000 sur- 
plus in its treasury, had _ substituted 
cash for more than $400,000 charged to a 
‘good will’’ account, and had made $800, - 
000 improvements shortly after the com- 
pany was formed in 1903 with a capital 
ization of $1,800,000, of which $700,000 was 
“good will” and of which not $1 was pai 
in for capital stock. 

These facts were brought out at the 
anti-trust hearing against the Polar 
Wave, in which the Supreme Court held 
the company had violated the anti-trust 
lews and ordered it fined $50,000 and its 
charter forfeited. The charter forfeiture 
was withheld pending the company’s 
good behavior and the fine recently was 
reduced to $26,000 at the company's be- 
hest. 

Muckerman, in answer, stated that 
the company made its profits from 
its other sources—the wholesale ice 
and coal business. 

Muckermann told Rutherford the in- 
crease in the price of ice was decided 
on Thursday night, July 9, at a meeting 
of three officials who also are directors 
of the company. They called in the man- 
agers of the company’s 10 branches for 
conference. It was decided that if the 
company rcognized the union the retal] 
prices would be increased. The union 
was recognized at noon the next day, he 
said, and the increased prices went into 
effect last Saturday. Branch managers 
were notified by telephone of the in- 
crease. He declared no cther ice com- 
panies were consulted as to the increase 
of ice, and said no agreement was en- 
tered into by the various companies. 

Others Increase Price. 

Nevertheless the Merchants com- 
pany, which is considered the Polar 
Wave's nearest competitor, increased 
its retail prices on the same schedule 
Monday, as did a number of smaller 
dealers who bought ice at wholesale 
from the Polar Wave and Merchants 
Company. 

Finds Evidence of a Loss. 

Rutherford was shown the company’s 
books. He said if the figures shown to 
him were corerct the Polar Wave had 
suffered a ‘‘substantial loss” in its re- 
tail business for a long time and that it 
should have increased the retail rates a 
long time ago to convert it into a prof- 
itable business. 

Muckermann said the company had 
discovered its “substantial loss’’ 
through the calculations of employes in 
its offices. He said a certified account- 
ant never had audited the books to see 
if the company’s own calculations were 
correct. However, he expressed a will- 
ingness to pay the expenses of any cer- 
tified accountant chosen by Rutherford, 
and give the accountant access to the 
company’s books. Rutherford said he 
was not ready to announce if he would 
center into that plan. 

Rutherford, accompanied by Mucker- 
mann and Jacob Chasnoff, the com- 
pany’s attorney, followed ice wagons 
from Baden to Carondelet in the morn- 
ing.

THEIR MATURITY 


Committee Sends Out Notice to 
Holders of Amount Totaling 
More Than $31,000,000. 


NEW YORK, July 17.—Notice has been 
given that none of the $31,600,000 of the 
H. B. Claflin notes outstanding would 


be paid upon maturity. 

No intimation was given when an ad- 
justment of the affairs of the company 
might be expected under which the notes 


would be taken care of, but the notice 
laid new emphasis on the necessity of 
getting the notes into the hands of the 
so-called bankers’ committee at once. 

James S. Alexandei, chairman of this 
committee, signed the notice, whfch read 
in part: 

“This is a situation where the imme- 
diate co-operation of the noteholders is 
essential for the protection of their in- 
terest. Large amounts of notes are 
outstanding, executed by the (retail) 
stores, and it is of the greatest im- 
portance in the case of each store, with- 
out exception, that liquidation be pre- 
vented, which can be accomplished only 
by practically united action by the note- 
holders. 

May Delay Early Adjournment. 

“There are now 24 receiverships, with 
the large expense unavoidably incident 
to such proceedings. These can be more 
expeditiously and economically termin- 
ated if the noteholders act with unan- 
imity. Some of the holders of notes are 
awaiting the’ maturity of the notes, or 
some of them, before making a deposit 
with the committée. 

“None of these notes will be paid at 
maturity, and delay in: depositing is pn- 
desirable and unnecessary, and may” se- 
riously interfere with the plans for an 
early adjustment of the indebtedness. 

“The committee wishes to again im- 
press, above all else, that the main- 
tenance of the organization of the sev- 
eral stores, at this time, as going con- 
cerns, is of such prime !tmportance that 
prompt action on the part of all con- 
ecrned is necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of satisfactory results.”’

Burden Upon Mother. 

“The Creator has placed upon the 
mother a burden which she could not 
shift if she so desired and He has given 
her the disposition to bear it. Her life 
trembles in the baiance at the child's 
birth; her active years are given to the 
cure and nurture of her childdren. He: 
nerve forces and vital energy are ex- 
pended in their behalf:. her exhaus*- 
less love is poured out upon them. 

‘Because the wealth of her existence 
is bestowed upon them they are a part 
of her very being—‘where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be also.’ When 
one considers the cost to parents, espe- 
clally to the mother, of raising a child, 
it seems impossible that anyone would 
attempt to lead a child astray or rob 
the parents of the priceless regard to 
which they are entitled; and yet there 
are in every generation—aye, in every 
community—those who are inhuman 
énough to deliberately lie in wait to 
make a wreckage of the lives of young 
men and young women. 

“They lay snares for them; they set 
traps for them and the men who ply 
this ghastly trade sor gain are allowed 
to use the ballot to advance their pe- 
cuniary interests. I am not willing to 
stay the mother’s hand if she thinks 
that by the use of suffrage she can 
safeguard the welfare of those who are 
dearer to her than her own life. 

“The mother can justly claim the 
right to employ every weapon which 
can be made effective for the protection 
of those whose interests she guards and 
the ballot will put within her reach 
ali the instrumentalities of government, 
including the police power. 

“Tf she is a widow there is no offe 
who is in a position to speak for her 
in this matter of supreme importance; 
if her husband is living she can supple- 
ment his influence if they agree as to 
what is best for those under their joint 
care; if they do not agree who will say 
that only the father should be con- 
sulted? 

Test He Doesn’t Indorse, 

“For a time I was impressed by the 
suggestion that the question should be 
left to the women to decide—a majority 
to determine whether the franchise 
should be extended to woman; but I 
find myself less and less disposed to 
indorse this test. Samuel Johnson 
coined an epigram which is in point 
here, namely, that ‘no man’s conscience 
can tell him the right of another man.’ 

Responsibility for the ahild’s welfare 
rests primarily upon the parent; the 
parent receives in largest measure the 


blessings that flow from the child's 


i 


life, if that life is nobly empsoyed and 
upon the parent falls the blow with 
severest force if the child’s life is mis- 
spent. Why should any mother, there- 
fore be denied the use of the franchise 
to safeguard the welfare of her child 
merely because another mother may not 
view her duty in the same light? 
“Politics will not suffer by woman’s 
entrance into it. If the political world 
has grown more pure in spite of the evil 
influences that have operated to debase 
it, it will not be polluted by the pres- 


J ence and participation of woman. Neith- 


er should we doubt that woman can be 
trusted with the ballot. 

“She has proven herself equal 
every responsibility imposed upon her; 
she will not fail society in this emer- 
gency. Let her vote and may that dis- 
cernment whieh has throughout the 
ages ever enabled her to quickly grasp 
great truths—made her the last with

The Solar Day a 
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INE persons out of 10—yes, 999 out 
N of every 1000—if asked how long 
it takes the earth to turn once 
on its axis would answer 2% hours. 
and to the question, how many times 
does it turn on its axis in the course 
of the year, the answer would be 365% 
times. 

Both answers are wrong. It requires 
but 23 hours and 56 minutes for the 
earth to make one complete turn, and 
it makes 366% turns during the year. 

The error springs from a wrong idea 
of what is meant by a day. The day 
is not, as is commonly supposed, the 
time required by the earth to make one 
turn on its axis, but the interval be- 
tween two successive passages of the 
sun across the meridian; that is to say, 
the time which elapses after the sun is 
seen exactly south, in its diurnal course 
through the heavens, before it is again 
seen in that position. 

Now, in consequence of the earth’s 
revolution in its orbit, or path round 
the sun, the sun has the appearance of 
moving very slowly in the heaven, in a 
direction from east to west.—At noon 
tomorrow the sun will be a short dis- 
tance to the east of the point in the 
heavens at which it is seen at noon 
today, so that when the earth has made 
one complete turn it will still have to 
turn 4 minutes longer before the sun 
can again be seen exactly south.—Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer.
